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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Gardner et al. referece discloses multiply 
ways to form a nitrogenated region(trench liner). The examiner will point to at least 2 of the ways discussed by Gardner The prior art 
discloses either forming an oxide layer (114, fig, 5), that is formed insitu with a nitrogen ambient to incorporate nitrogen into the oxide 
layer to form layer (130, fig. 4) or forming an oxide layer (11 8, fig. 6), and implanting nitrogen into the oxide layer to form layer (130, fig. 
6) (column 5, lines 35 - 62 ). Niether of these methods disclose forming a nitride layer first and then oxidizing it. Therefore these 
methods would provide for a nitrogen gradient as would be expected to come from the applicants claimed method. 
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
